A Quiet Old Man 


Since the German blitzkrieg smashed into, 
and conquered, Holland all the world has been 
asking as to the fate of an old man, an in- 
conspicuous, harmless resident of Doorn, named 
Wilhelm Hohenzollern. 

One report has mentioned the old man’s 
name. It stated that the Nazis had given per- 
mission for him to live in Prussia, provided he 
pledged never to assume any activities not 
proper for a strictly private citizen. 

Twenty-five years ago this old man, then 
known to all the world as Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
of Germany, threw his gray-clad hordes into 
Belgium to start the first World’ War. Four 
years later he escaped into Holland when the 
victorious Allies brought his Germany to her 
knees. 

Henry Watterson, editor-publisher of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, wrote an editoral 
during that first World War. He began it 
with the line, “To hell with the Hohenzollerns 
and the Hapsburgs!” It was reprinted and 
quoted from one end of the country to the 
other. a

A Discordant Note 


One of the most gratifying facts in regard 
to the American program for increasing our 
national defenses is the Almost unanimous 
approval that has been accorded President 
Roosevelt's message to the congress, delivered 
last week.

Here 
and there a partisan politician failed to realize 
that the nation’s safety is of greater im- 
portance than any party triumph at the polls, 
or the retention of any political job. 

John L. Lewis, president of the CIO, seri- 
ously lowered the standing of his organization 
in public opinion, as well as injuring his own 
good repute, when he chose this time to assert 
that the right to organize of employes in war- 
equipment industries—specifically, in the air- 
plane industry—must be maintained. 

It was, to say the least, in poor taste to 
issue such a statement. 

The right of labor to collective bargaining 
is so interwoven into the American system it is 
no longer subject for debate. It is an accepted 
fact. There is, however, a shortage of skilled 
mechanical labor which may be serious when 
this country tries to speed up its war pre- 
paredness. To hint, even indirectly, that this 
shortage could be aggravated by labor troubles, 
is to hint at something so close to treason it 
is difficult to tell the difference. 

Of course, the rights of labor will always 
be respected. But labor, like all other Ameri- 
cans, put national security before and beyond 
all other considerations. The American who 
would not be willing, nay, anxious, to work 10 
or 12 or 14 or 16 hours a day, if his nation’s 
safety needed it, is not fit to be an American. 

Labor’s rights, social security, hour and 
wage regulations, living standards—all are of 
great importance to Americans. But love of 
country and determination to protect that 
country against all possible enemies, come 
first of all. 

For all these things, and many others, will 
have disappeared if we do not keep American 
freedom and American independence.

A STRANGE DEFENSE 
(From The Christian Science Monitor.) 

Henry A. Wallace, United States secretary of 
agriculture, has just made reply to critics of his 
department’s proposal to make permanent its 3% 
per cent rate of interest on farm loans. Taking 
up the imputation that the new Farm Credit 
Administration will use soft or loose credit poli- 
cies, he asserts that, “The land banks—several of 
them—have been dealing in soft credit for years,” 
and asks, “If this is not true, why are 25 per cent 
of the loans of the system delinquent and why 
has it been necessary to foreclose on so many 
farmers?” 

The defense is a peculiar one. In effect, it 
seems to argue that because a situation has been 
bad the remedy is more of the same thing. It 
does not seem to occur to the secretary—or to 
many others—that something could be learned 
from the experience of overlending on thousands 
of farms which contributed to land boom specula- 
tion some years ago. Instead of drawing the con- 
clusion from land bank delinquency rates that 
loans should be made more conservatively, his 
group proposes to make up the deficiency by hav- 
ing the government add its guarantee to the bil- 
lions of dollars of bonds’ which would be issued 
lo take up the existing land bank bonds.

PETAIN IN COMMAND When the news came on Saturday 


afternoon that France had recalled 
Henri Philippe Petain, the savior of Verdun, I thought of Jules 
Romains’ “Verdun.” 

Romains writes on and on. “Verdun” is merely one bound sec- 
tion of one great book, “Men of Good Will,” all of which has not 
been written. Part of it is magnificent and this book, “Verdun.” 
which contains two volumes, “The Prelude” and “The Battle,” will 
lift your hair and make the mind recoil. 

There is in it, briefly, the story of the recall of Marshal Petain. 
The exultant Germans were driving on. 
nearing an end. France was in grave danger. 

The change then came with the same dramatic suddenness as 
that of Saturday afternoon. Joffre, frightened out of his calm by 
the retreat, and finding the situation in confusion, advised calling 
Petain. 

Petain was summoned to Chantilly where Joffre gave him his 
instructions in two words: “Save Verdun.” 

Without waiting Petain went to Verdun. He halted at Soui lly, 
set up temporary headquarters in the mayor’s house, examined the 
map, studied the order of battle, put theese telephone calls and 
in the course of one evening modified the entire defensive organiza- 
tion. In one evening he restored order out of confusion, began de- 
manding large supplies of airplanes and artillery, got them, and, as 
it turned out, saved Verdun. 

Part of the time he directed the long battle from his bed. shaken 
with fever and chills. Part of the time he sat about a kitchen table 
in a French farm house. 

His coming gave the troops better morale. 4
